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TO AN ELASTIG DOLLAR | 
‘SHAW IS NOT FRIENDLY 
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SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY SHAW. 
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Addressing Chicago Business Men, Secretary Says 
Provision Is Needed by Which, Automatically, 
Dollars Will Increase Whenever Desired. 


Pa 
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Chicago, September 2.—Two hundred 
tusiness men from ali parts of the coun- 
try Jistened to Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw talk on “The Business Outlock” 
at a banquet given tonight at tie Audi- 
tcrium hetel by the National Association 
of Merchants and Travelers. Lyman Jo. 
Gage addressed the association on the 
sme subject just before his retirement 
from the treasury department, and great 
interest was attached to the speech to- 
night of the present secretary. In his 
c‘'scussion of the financial question Sec- 
retary Shaw declared that what was 
reeded was not an elastic dollar. at 
seme provision by which, automatically, 
the aggregate volume of dollars should 
increase whenever and wherever more 
éclars were needed, and would as 
promptly retire when not needed. 
Secretary Shaw’s Speech. 

In beginning his address Secretary 
Shaw consideret the present business 
bocem and the probability of its perma- 
nence. His conclusions were express¢ed 
@s follows: 

“As nearly as can be estimated the 
annual productive capacity of the Amer- 
ican pecple is eleven billion dollars. This 
Goes not include raw cott<n and manu- 
factured cotton: but raw cotton andj the 
value added thereto in the process of 
mc nvufacture. Of this we export one and 
cne-half billions, and import a billion 
of other merchandise, mainly non-com- 
yetitive with our own products. We, 
therefore, corisume the equivalent of 95 
rer cent of @)l! we produce. Not while 
these conditicns continue will prosperity 
cease, 

“We are the most prospverous people 
in the world because we buth produve 
end consume -r.ore than others. The lit- 
tle that we sell ~broad, about 10 per cent 
of our net production, and the little we 
}urchase abr: ad, 6 or 7 ptr cent of our: 
net consumpticn, constitute no chdllenee 
to the stater-eit that prosperity 
iests with ourselves. Unless sur facto- 
ries and work shops voluntarily -close, 
Or labor voluntariiv refuses employment, 
Gr commerce voluntarily ceases ac- 
tivity, there is no occasion for alarm. 
Uniess apprerension becomes epidemic 
contagious, the 
lammédiate future holds for us as much 
of real good as the immediate past has 
showered upon is.” 


Monetary System. 
Discussing then the monetary system of 


the United States, he said: 

“A very resyectable number of very 
gcod people, ard of that numoer I de- 
sire to be classed, believe our financial 
system, good as it is, might be iniproved 
by adding an Clement of @asticity. I 
do not thirk there exists any great nim- 
ter who believe we should have any infla- 
tion. Wight years ago we had $21 per 
capita. Now we have certainly more 
than $29 and probably nearly $30 per 
capita. Conservative business men and 
conservative bankers do not generally 
consider this an insufficient normal min- 
imum volume of currency. 

‘The term ‘elastic currency,’ of course, 
ig a misnomer. What is needed is not 
en elastic dcellar, but some provision by 
which, automatically, the aggregate vol- 
ume of dollars shall increase whenever 
and wherever more dollars are needed, 
and will as promptly retire when not 
needed.

will not advertise the stringent condi- 
tion, which is the occasion of their ex- 
istence. Prominent among the benefits, if 
not the principal benefit, would be the 
substantial guaranty against sudden in- 
crease in interest rates, and an equally 
important guaranty against dangerously 
low rates of interest. Each locality would 
be able measurably to provide for its own 
emergencies. 

“i do not intimate that this is the only 
way to secure elasticity. I only say it is 
one way, and it js an effeciive way, and it 
possesses no e.ement of inflation, but 
would afford a very respectable cushion 
ageinst sudden financial concussions, and 
few people ask more.”’ 

More Marxets. 


Secretary Shaw considered as the thir2 
topic of his address, how shall the United 
States acquire more markets ¢n its com- 
mercial advancement. He suggested three 
methods, the first, that we voluntarily 
and gratuitously permit more freedom of 
importation in the hope that other coun- 
tries wil} grant us like favors. The sec- 
onad was that the United Stales shali ex- 
change special trade advantages with 
The third method, on 
which he spoke at some length, was the 
only means, he said, by which the United 
States will secure its share of the South 
American trade—by securing regular lines 
communication with the countries 
south of the equator. At first such lines, 
first transcontinental railways, 
would be operated at a loss, and such 
lines must be assisted. 

‘“Do not misunderstand me,” he said. 
“I am not mourning the defeat of any 
ship subsidy bill, but J shall mourn ex- 
ceecingly the defeat of a bill if any such 
shal: ever be introduced, which, if enact- 
ed,. would insure regular Hines of Amerti- 
can ships, flying the Ameritan flag, anc 
carrying American merchants and com- 
mercial travelers, with their wares and 
merchandise, the product of American ia- 
bor, into t’ yse countries to which I have 
refefred.’

According to reliable reports from Mon- 
astir thousands of Bulgarians in 
vilayet are confronted with famine In ad- 
ditton to Turkish persecution. Peasants 
who are continually arriving from Mon- 
astir complain of the attitude of Phili 
Pasha and the Turkish atrocities. 

The news is published here of an eight- 
hour fight which occurred at the village 
of Smilovo, August 26, between 500 in- 
surgents and eight battalions of Turkish 
troops supported by artillery. Thirty-five 
insurgents are reported to have been kiil- 
ed, while sixty Turks were killed or 
wounded. 

On the following day the Turks return- 
ed and burned the village. Seven other 
villages in the neighborhood are said to 
bave also been burned by the Turks. 

According to a Salonica dispatch August 
30, the Buigarian insurgents sustained a 
serious reverse at Smilovo August 28, 
when 1,000 of them were said to have been 
killed. while the Turkish losses were in- 
significant. 

French Officials Uneasy. 

Paris, September 2.—The officials of the 
French foreign office express considerable 
uneasiness at the action of the Turkish 
government in sending Albanian troops 
and militia into the vilayet of Koshvo, 
Macedonia. The Albanians are notorious- 
ly fanatical, and the militia are certainly 
irtitated at being summoned to service at 
the harvest season, and are likely to 
prove little better. The fact is, that 
while the powers are insisting that only 
regular troops be employed in suppress- 
ing thé ineurrection, Turkey Is making 
every effort to evade the spirit of the 
understanding while following it to the 
fetter, and is therefore using troops 
which are in reality little better than 
bashi-bazouks. It is feared that this will 
result in outrages first against the Bul- 
garians and subsequently against the 
Christians. ;

New York, September 2.—Henry Town- 
send Edson, son of Franklin Edson, for- 
merly mayor of New York city, in his 
apartments at 292 West Ninety-second 
street today, shot and killed Mrs. Fannie 
Pullen,-of 673 West End avenue, and 
then shot and killed himself. The mur- 
der and suicide appear to have been 
premeditated and followed a dramatic 
acene in which Wdson asked Mrs. Pul- 
len. a close and honored friend’ of his 
wife and family, to desert her husband 
and children and fly with him to another 
state. Mrs. Pullen was a pretty woman 
and is saki to have been the daughter 
of a United States ‘naval officer. 

The tragedy brought out the fact that 
Edson, who was comptroller of St. 
Michael's Protestant Episcopal church, 
had been suspected of misappropriating 
funds belonging to the parish aid that 
expert accountants were at work on his 
accounts.

Judge Russell himself 
has caused very general discussion 
throusheut the county. The paragraph, 
which was stricken out and omitted from 
the official report of the grand jury as 
published, is as follows: 

“We find that there have been some 
\"seedmrutdvities, such as working public 
Yoad near Winder, which. had got been 


_ authorized according to law.” 


Across this pérticular paragraph of the 

‘grand jury’s presentments Judge Russell 
wrote “Stricken by the court because un- 
true.—R. B. Russell, Judge W. C.”" It is 
Stated that after the clerk had finished 
reading the report in court Judge Russei' 
thanked the jury for not having found 
a true bil] against him. It is also charged 
that the judge approached at least one 
member of the grand jury after adjourn- 
ment and inquired as to the application 
of the paragraph, stating that he would 
not sign the presentments until he under- 
stuod whether it was intended to apply 
to him and the town of Russell. Several 
days elapsed before the presents were 
signed and ordered published by the court. 

In a column editoria] commenting upon 
the action of Judge Russell, The Harmony 
Grove Citizen says; 

“The grand jury was charged by the 
court to look carefully into the county 
affairs and report any irregularities. Not 
only so, but they were bound under solemn 
oath to protect tax payers of the county 
against any improper use of the funds of 
the county. It was reported to the grand 
jury that the streets of the town of Rus- 
sel] had been worked -by the county crew 
and paid for out of the county funds. 
That at the time Russell was not an in- 
corporated town and there was no public 
road where the work was done. This in- 
formation formed the basis for the inves- 
tigation which resulted in the paragraph. 
With this information before them, the 
grand jury could not have done less than 
they. div, «.. % Mir..Russell states spe- 
cificaily his reasons for striking the refer- 
erce ‘because untrue.’ This means ufitruc 
in its entirety. There has been no ‘irregu. 
larities practiced.’ The awgfount reported 
to have been spent in working ovt the 
streets of Russell is variously estimated 
at from one to eight hundred dollars. If 
this be true, Mr. Russell would have the 
peopie to know that there was nothing 
‘irregular’ in that. The jury says it was 
‘near Winder.’ Mr. Russell says that is 
‘untrue.’ ”’ 

The conclusion of The Citizen's editarlai 
is quite vehement. It foflows: 

“But why did Judge Russell strike the 
paragraph? Did he have the right to 
strike it? Was it not a part of their pru- 
ceedings? Has a judge the right to wipe 
out history and erase records with one 
stroke of his pen? Are the tax payers at 
the mercy of the judge when irregularities 
are reported by the grand jury? Are we 
to be ruled™by a czar? Is this a govern- 
ment by the people, and for the people, or 
have we changed form of government? If 
Mr. Russell has been misrepresented, th? 
sa@mne channels that gave notoriety to the 
muisrepresentation would have been open 
for his defense. Such a defense is found 
in our columns in this issue. If the grand 
jury has done Mr. Russell injustice, w? 
will be among the first to defend him. 
and the last to uphold the jury. But 
when twenty-four men chosen because of 
acting under 
charge of the court, and under oath, afte~ 
thorough investigation, and mature delib 
eration, submit to the proper authoritivs 
the result of their work we regard it as 


“being unwise and eXtremely hurtful for 


any man, judge or czar, to treat it with 
it as untrue. And 
this Judge Russell has done.”’ 

The publication has provoked very vig- 
orons denials from Judge Russeli’s friends 
that he has been guilty of any official 
irregularity.

The Real Enemies of the Race. 

So far as Booker Wasbington per- 
sonally is concerned, he may well feel 
that he is to be congratulated upon 
the enemies he has made in that 
Suffrage League of Boston, an organ- 
ization of political negroes which has 
adopted resolutions declaring that he 
“ts not a fit leader for the colored 
race.”

Heal Trouble in Somaliland. 
What is this about the exigencies 
of the British campaign in Somaliland 


being responsible for keeping General , 


Roberts in London? Can it be possi- | 
ble that there is something serious 
doing over there in northern Africa? 

We have from time to time had bul- 
letins from Aden telling of reported 
British reverses at the hands of the 
dusky natives who seem disposed to 
give their British “protectors” trouble, 
but these have been dismissed as 
mere unimportant episodes in the pol- 
icy of colonial expansion. There have 
been stories of British blundering into 
traps and portions of commands being 
annihilated, but this sort of thing has 
grown to be the expected wherever 
the king’s army operates, that they 
have made no great impression upon 
anybody. 

But surely things must have assum- 
ed a serious aspect if the war office 
finds it necessary to keep “Bobs” at 
home in touch with affairs, when he 
might be over here being entertained 
by General Corbin and, incidentally, 
adding to the sum total of expressed 
eestacy over the existing Anglo-Amer- 
ican entente cordiale. : 

Governor Jelks on Peonage. 

In his message to the Alabama leg- 
islature, Governor Jelks strikes a tell- 
ing blow at those who have made it 
appear that the so-called peonage 18 a 
universal practice thronghout the 
state, that it is generally countenanc- 
ed, and that there prevails in Alabama 
a disposition to do injustice t6 the ne 
groes. Such an impression has been 
created by some of the sen al 
newspaper reports appearing in th- 


Governor Jelks is properly severe 
upon those who have _ violated the 
laws, characterizing them and their 
acts in terms shey deserve. He shows 
that those men have been plain, vio- 
laters:of the state, as well as the fed- 
eral laws, and that their acts are con- 
demned by all respectable citizens. 
This lawtessness has, however, been 
confined practically to one county; 
and that the men guilty of it should 
have this long gone unreported and 
unpunished may reflect, in the govern- 
or’s opinion, upon the members of the 
community in which they live, but cer 
tainly not upon the good people of the 
state who have been ignorant of the 
conditions sities te there. The 
“complaisant justices and constables” 
who have helped in this peonage prac- 
tice are held up to the scorn of all 
good people by Governor Jelks, who 
declared ‘that they are “more guilty 
than the principals,” in that they have 
basely betrayed a sgelemn frust; and 
it is to be hoped that the governor 
has it in his power to punish them, at 
least to the extent of prompt removal 
from the offices they hold. 

The members of the legislature and 


governor in his .delight over the 
knowledge that “several, at least, of 
the eighteen sinners indicted by the 
United: States grand jury will suffer 
some sort of penalty for their grave 
offense.” 

It is to be hoped this “several” will 
inelude all who are guilty. The mere 
fact that a man has been indicted 
does not prove his guilt, and it is pos- 
sible that some of those against whom 
the grand jury has found true bills 
are innocent of the charges against 
them: but for those found guilty thefe 
should be prompt and aaequate pux- 
ishment. 

The strong terms which Governor 
Jelks uses in treating of the evil will 
have the hearty approval of the entire 
south. So far as is known, there has 
been none of this so-€ajled peonage 
gave in the small section of one state, 
of which the county referred to is the 
storm center; but this* has not pre- 
vented the critics of this section from 
endeavoring to make it appear that 
the practice prevails throughout the 
entire south, and it is because of this 
misrepresentation that all southerners 
are interested in having prompt pun- 
ishment meted out to the guilty. 

It would have. been better, as ,Gov- 
ernor- Jelks suggests, had the state 
courts unearthed and exterminated 
this evil, but so long as that was 
not done, it is“bratifying to note that 
the judge and the district attorney 
who have brought the offenders to the 
bar are both prominent ‘southern 


men. 


Caleb Powers’ Many Trials. 

The remarkable phase of the case Of 
Caleb Powers, who hag just been sen- 
tenced to death for fhe murder of Governor 
Goebel, of Kentucky, is that in the two 
trials preceding thé last one he escap?d 
the death penalty, receiving only impris- 
onment for life as punishment, says The 
Springfield Republican. Powers, however, 
kept appealing for a new trial. In the 
third one he entered the active defense 
himself, taking the stand and delivering; 
an address to the jury which is described 
as skillful and eloquent. Yet this time, 
he has had the worst luck of his expeti- 
ence. A fourth trial is now asked. Powers 
was secretary of state of Kentucky and 
the shot that killed Governor Goebel was 
fired from his office, according to the be- 
lief of three juries. Doubtless, his politi- 
cal influence has aided him in securing 
So many trials, for the Goebel assaSsina- 
tion was a tremendous political event in 
Kentucky. As Powers has been in prison 
three years on his life“sentence, it cannot 
be said that “the law's. delays” have 
made a mockery of justice in his case, 
The number of trials he gets, however, 
contrasts vividly with the lynch law 
meted out to some offenders. —

An Incident of ’63. 

Editor Constitution: In the summer of 
1863, near Marietta, Ga., at a place called 
Noonday Creek, the writer, a yankee 
soldier, was placed as a picket on one 
side of the creek, and on the other side, 
distant about one hundred yards, a John- 
hie was doing similar duty. It was a

to be 12 feet high, and would weigh at 
least a ton. 

After torturing the vank for a while, by 
asking questions and making sugges- 
lions, leading the yank to believe he 
would be made a prisoner, the officer be- 
came more friendly, and began to talk in 
a way that he soon gained the confidence 


1 of the scared yank. 


The officer informed the writer that 
some time before this he had been wond- 
ed and made prisoner, and was cared for 
in a union hospital, where he had some 
friends, to whom he would like to send a 
letter, and asked the yank for a stamp 
with which to send it. 

Within the union lines at that time let- 
terg from one soldier to another did not 
require a stamp, and to write across the 
envelope “Soldier's Letter’ entitled {t to 
be carried free. The yank told the officer 
just to write across the envelope soldier's 
letter, together with the address of the 
peopie at the hospital, and that he (the 
yankee soldier) would carry and mail the 
letter within the union lines.

Philippines’ Currency in Danger. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

A Washington dispatch in another col- 
umn notes that treasury officials are un- 
easy over the continued advance in silver 
lest it should reach a price which would 
make the new Philippine pesos worth 
more as bullion than fheir legal tender 


and exchange value of 99 cents gold. 


When the bill providing for the coin- 


| age of these was passed by congress sjl-

ver was worth in London 22516 pence 
an ounce. Yesterday it was 26% pence, 
which, at. the current rate for sight, sterl- 
ing exchange, is equivalent to a trifle 
mote than 58% cents. At this price the 
ratio is 35 to 1 of gold, and the bullion 
value of our own 16 to 1 silver dol- 
lars, containing 4124. grains nine-tenths 
fine, is 45% cents 

But the Philippine ,-eso contains 46 
grains, of the same fineness, and has a 
current value of 50 eepts gold. Thus 
if silver should rise to © cente an ounce 
the coins would find their way to the 
smelting pot. As the metal has risen 
about 4% pepce in London since our pur- 
chases for the Philippine coinage the fear 
of the further advance of 3 pence, which 
would bring disaster to the dew pesos, {is 
natural. 

The possible breakdown of the cur- 
rency system of the islands furnishes a 
new illustration of the headstrong action 
of members of congress in monetary mat- 
ters which they dg not tinderstand, Ex- 
perts pointed out the very danger  ~with 
which the government is now confronted, 
and in order to guard . Y ainst it urged 
that the coin be made Wf weight and 
fineness inferior to the Mexican peso: but 
their advice and warnings were dsre- 
garded. It is not unlikely that some com- 
bination of owners of bullion hae heen 
formed to take advantage of the govern- 
ment’s demand, and a suspension of pur- 
chases might have a wholesome efftct. 


Liberty and Vaccination. 

If vaccination is effective, and the testt- 
mony of medical science leavés little to 
be desired on that score, it is for the 
benefit of the community that everybody 
be vaccinated, says The Lowell Citizen. 
“Individual liberty’’ in’ America does not 
extend so far that a man may wilfully 
make himself a menace ta the public 
health, by refusing to take the precautions 
whigh are established beyond question to 
be effectual in the average case and which 
have redvced the mortality from small- 
pox. If, on the other hand, vaccination 
were really a dangerous practice in itself 
and so much so that its benefits were 
overshadowed, it should be prohibited al- 
together, as it would then deserve. It is 
not a@ matter en which a layman or a 
comic editor is competent to testify: it is 
wholly within the realm of medical sta- 
tistics, and there are enough data om 
hand to eliminate any reasonable doubt 
of the desirability of inoculation.

Mr. Brown’s New Orleans Broker 
Says the Mills Are To Blame. 
(From The New York Herald.) *

New Orleans ang-New York 300,000 bales: 

and have sold 210,000 bales at prevailing 

prices. Mr. Violett, the New Orleans 
broker of Mr. Brown, said that the profits 
of the bull clique might be roughly esti-

“Stories widely circulated that Mr. 
Brown and his followers had been unable 
tn dispose of their holdings,” said Mr. 
Violett, “are untrue, and have as 4 mo- 
tive a @esfre to injure the bull party’s 
credit in this city, and so force them to 
let go, thus breaking the price. These 
efforts have been futile, chiefly because 
they were groundless and also because 
the greater part of the money required 
for carrying the cotton owned by the 
New Orleans party is being supplied in 
New Orleans or France. 

Figures on Contracts. 


“There were delivered to the bull party 
at’ New Orleahs on July and August 
contracts something more than 100,000 
bales, while the deliveries to them in 
the New York market during the same 
period were nearly 200,000 bales, and. in- 
cluding what were delivered to them tu- 
day, all, with the exception of about ‘96,- 
000 bales, have been sgid. There are in 
the New Orleans market only 12,868 bales. 
while in the New’ York market there are 
today only 137,160 bales of certified cot- 
ton, and the latter alone is deliverable. 
There ig in stock here 2,111 bales in excess 
of the certificated stock, but it tis either 
on ship beard awaiting clearance or too 
low in grade for spinners’ use or for 
contract delivery. 

“The remainder of the visible supply in 
this country is represented by about 9,- 
QUO bales at the remaining ports, and ll,- 
809 bales’ gt the thirty-one weekly re- 
ported interior towns, and nearly all of 
these 21,000 bales are unfit for spinners’ 
use or for delivery on contracts. The 
visible supply is viystually all owned by 
the N&w Orleans party. Of the 137,160 
bales of certificated stock in this market. 
at jeast, 60,000 have already been sold and 
are uwaiting shipment. 


“There has’ been no time in the last | 


fortnight when the stock in the United 
States of a deliverable character has rep- 
resented more than two weeks’ consump- 
tion by domestic mills, which is 80,000 
bales a week. Thig is not a mere gen- 
eral statement, but one absolutely based 
on officia) figures, It has, however, suit- 
ed the purposes of those who have been 
short of contracts ign the New York mar- 
ket to befog the facts, and at the same 
time the New England mills for the last 
ninety days have been bewailing their 
lot because of what they describe as the 
tying up by bull interests of gil the avail- 
able cottog in this country. 

“The cotton millg of the world have 
themselves alone to blame, as they have 
largely sold their production before ob- 
taining the raw material, and this they 
were led to do because of listening to the 
Siren song of the 11,500,000 crop estimat- 
ors.’ 

Foresaw the Qutcome. 


“The New Orleans bull partie; how- 
ever, foresaw a moderate crop and bought 
contracts in the New York and New Or- 
leans markets for July and Angust de- 
liveries, knowing what a scarcity would 
develop in the summer. owing to the 
enormous consumption of Amerjcan cot-/ 
ton 

“It fs not so much because of high 
prices, but rather the scarcity of the sta- 
ple, that has caused the shutting down 
by the mills on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 

“It Is an erroneous idea that those in 
control of the situation tried to squeeze 
the spinners. They refused to sell any of 
their cottan where the purchaser would 
not enter into an obligation that the cot- 
ton so bought would not be redelivered at 
New Orléans or New York on contract. 
as in that case it would possibly have 
fallen into the hands of those who would 
have squeezed the spinners.” 

At the opening of the market yesterday 
there Were no signs of the danger «zwait- 
ing the shorts. Brokers on the bourse 
partly became aggressive, ang prices were 
rushed up by leaps. September touched

Western and Southern Roads Have 
Disagreed and Shippers Say 
_ Dhey Are the Sufferers. 
Will Affect Custom 
House Receipts. 


The disagreement between tne railroads 
east of the Mississippi river and. those 


west of the Mississippi, by which the 
through rate from southeastern points to 
Pacific coast terminals has been discon- 
tinued, is said by manufacturers and 
shippers to be a great discrimination 
@gainst and hardship upon Atlanta and 
other southern cities. 

In lieu of the through rate, which was 
discontinued severa] weeks ago, the local 
rate from Atlanta to Memphis, New Or- 
leans and St.. Louis is now applied to 
through shipments, whereas formerly the 
through rate from the river to coast 
terminals applied to Atlanta shipped 
goods. So great is the difference that all 
profit will practically be cut off of goods 
shipped to the coast, and Atlanta concerns 
that have established a big western busi- 
ness will be forced to withdraw from the 
field unless theSthrough rate is reestab- 

lished. 

In order to give temporary relief, the 
Western and Atlanti¢é and Southern roads 
have reduced the teca)] rate to one-half 
on through shipments, but even this re- 
duction does not make it possible to ship 
goods to the coast with profit, declare 
Atlanta jobbers. With the loca] rate add- 
ed to the through rate from the river, At- 
lanta concerns cannot hope to compet? 
with concerns in the west, and the al- 
leged discrimination in freight rates con- 
fined manufacturers to this section ex- 
clusively. 

A strong effort is being made by big 
shippers to cause the roads to reach an 
agreement whereby the through rate will

“No, it will put us to extra trouble and 
some little expense to establish a ware

The railroads, he said, had not ac- 
cepted the valuations made in North Car- 
Olina. The law requires in that state 
that a railroad company shall pay its 
taxes and then file a protest within thir- 
ty days, and sue for what it desires to 
recover. The Southern'’s property in 
yeorgia .is not as valuable as that in 
North Carolina. The company has lines 
in that state, Mr. Miller saia, which earn 
$15,000 and $16,000 a mile. The net earn- 
ings in North Carolina last year were 
about $2,700,000, or twice as much as they 


| were in Georgia. Then? too, the South- 


ern has double the number of main lines 
in North Carolma, and these are more 
valuable.

General Wright, Mr. Miller said, the 
Southern would pay total taxes in Geor-

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‘SOUTHERN COLLEGE WOMEN’S — 
NEW EDUCATIONAL PLAN 


j 


A cavo=The college’ women of the 
south have felt for a long time that 
there should be some concerted action 
among them for the promotion of the 
education of women in the south. 

Five years ago Miss C. ‘8. Parrish, 
then of Lynchburg, Va., called together 
the college women of Virginia who were 
eligible for membership in the Associa- 
ticn of*Collegiate Alumnae, and the Vir- 


'ginia branch of the Association of Col- 


legiate Alumnae, the first local branch 
In the south, was organized. That body 
is stil] at work under the efficient leader- 
ship of Mrs. Albert Tuttle, of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, who succeeded Miss 
Parrish as president, 

Another branch is now being projected 
by Miss Grace Landrum, of Atlanta, Ga, 
Two years ago Miss Lillian Wyckoff 
Johnson visited a number of northern 
colleges and organized the southern stu- 
dents into clubs. A desire for an organi- 
zation which would undertake to develop 
a work adapted to southern needs was 
expressed in several of these clubs and 
was shared by Miss Ja@hnson. While the 
summer school of the south was in ses- 


, Sion at Knoxville this year, three south- 


ern women, and all graduates of north- 
ern colleges, all interested in the edu- 
cation of women, met for consultation. 
All three had been actively engaged for 
years in the education of women and 
girls. All three believed that reformation 
is needed. They saw the need of an or- 
ganization whieh would bring together 
for effective work a goodly number of 
women who nave been graduating from 
southern colleges for five or six years 
past, but who, for reasons in no. way 
affecting their scholarship, are not yet 
eligible for 4membership in the Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Alumnae, One of the 
‘women in conference was a vice presi- 
dent of the general Association of Col- 
legiate Alumnae and in full sympathy 
with its high standards, but she believed 
that another organization wus needed in 
the south. 

AS a result of several earnest confer- 
ences, a call was issued for a meeting 
of all the college women in attendance 
on the summer s*hool of the _ south.

The wave of educational 
interest which.js rolling over the south 
and which has swept away so much of 
ancient error will not be allowed to sub- 
side without having opened the way for 
the better education of women in the 
south. They have, too long, been sim- 
ply receiving. The time has come for 
the college women of the south to inau- 
gurate a movement for reshaping and 
vitalizing the education of the girls about 
them, 

Dr. G. Stanley Hall indulged in a good- 
natured taunt last summer when a wom- 
an educator had the courage to contest 
in public some of his positions.; He said: 
“Why do not you women go to work 
and develop an edtication of your own 
irsteald of cawtending for that which has 
been evolved for men?” We may not 
accept all of Dr. Hall's implications, but 
there was some justice in this taunt 

It is time for the college women of this 
country to address themselves to the 
task he has indicated, and if southern 
women will they may take the lead in 
this matter. A peculiarly happy recon- 
ciliation of the new and the old. The 
conservative and the radical, may be ef- 
fected by properly directjng the educa- 
tion of southern women just at this 
juncture. This work is to be the primal 
task of the Southern Association of Col- 
lere Women.

“DOPED” HORSES: 
WON $100,000 


American Trainer Is Suspended 
by Russian Jockey Club 


It Is Claimed That Keene Gave 

Drugs to His Horses To In-- 
crease Their Speed—Keene 
Says Rival Stables Are 


Mistaken. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 

St. Petersburg, Saturday, August 22.— 
John Oliver Keene, of Lexington, Ky., 
trainer for the racing stable of M. lL. 
Lazarev, who has been suspended for a 
year dating from August 20 for the al- 
leged use of some unknown drug, has 
won seventy-nine races with his stable 
and over $100,000 during the last four or 
five months. 

Keene ‘and his friends say that this 
is the only reason for the ruling against 
him. 

; ‘ 

Keene was trainer last year for Henry 


'deBloch, the millionaire of Warsaw, and 
} won $54,000 with a single horse named 
| Sirdar. He has already exceeded this, 
| though the season is not yet with 
\\M. I. Lazarev, the horse which has won 
$55,500 and now holds all the three-year 
records throughout Russia. The success 
of the stables handled by Keene has 
been the sensation of Russian sporting 
circles for a year or more, and he has 
‘been accused of running horse racing in 
this country, since ‘everybody bet on his 
entries. When the present season opened 
Keene selected Irish lad, a three-year- 
old, sired by Galteemore, an English 
horse procured at a great expense by 
the impertal stud, tor the great raicing 
events, and Irish Lad won the Moscow 
and the Warsaw derbies besides other 
valuable prizes. Keene's syccess wag at- 
tributed by the leading sporting journals 
of St. Petersburg to {wise training and 
g00d riding. The rival stables, however, 
were unwilling to acknowledge that 
Keene had won by superior training alone 
and had for m&hths been trying to prove 
a case of ‘“‘doping’ against him and 
eventually procured Keene's suspension 
for a year. 

A detective one day watched the Laza- 
rev horses for eight hours at Warsaw. 
On the day referred to they won four 
out of five races in which they were en- 
tered and the fifth race was only lost Dy 
2% head. At Moscow an issue was or- 
dered requiring all horses to stand in 
the paddock four hours before . every 
race. The Lazarey horses, notwithstand- 
ing this, still won and the order was 
eventually abandoned because al] the 
owners protested aguinst it as being 
cruelty to animals. When the St. Pe- 
tersburg season opened the technical com- 
mittee of the racing club began col- 
lecting foam from the Lazarev horses’ 
mouth at the end of every race. They 
fathered it on cotton and put it in 
bottles. It was afterwards examined by 
a chemist named Perl, who claimed to 
find traces in it of some form of mor- 
phine. Keene was then summoned be- 
fore the board of stewards and he swore 
that he had employed no chemicals, 
Two stable boys claimed they had seen 
Keene give some medicine to one or 
two horses and M. deBloch wrote a let- 
ter that he had discharged Keene for 
“doping.” Keene did not deny that he 
had doctored the horses when they were 
Sick, and demanded that he be confront- 
ed with M. de Bloch, but the beard of 
stewards denied this request. 

It is claimed for Keene that “admitting 
the honesty of the tests, a trace of 
miorphine might be due to the use of a 
certain leg wash composed of a small 
amount of laudanum, spirit extract of 
arnica, Saltpetre and sugar of lead dis- 
Solved in a lange body of alcohol. It is 
asserted that quantities of this mixture 
are frequently employed with a quart 
of water and that no objection has been 
made to this leg wash by the racing au- 
thorities. 

Keene will appeal .to the Grand Duke 
Dimitri Constantinovich, who is protector 
of Russian racing. 

Other Americans engaged in racing here 
also*have been in trouble. J. C. Mitch- 
el, M. Lazarev’s rider, has been fined 
$400 for an alleged foul, which all the 
Americans deny, and has been forbidden 
to ride for anybody except M. Lazarev. 

Trainer Frank Stars was ruled off for 
having a bottle of ‘speed elixir’ in a 
valise, but the penalty was afterwards 
reduced to nine months’ suspension. Me 
claimed he employed it only after a race 
to help his entries cool off properly. 

Wiliam Caywood, a rider, has been dis- 
missed by his employer with the offer 
of $2,000 instead of $3,550 due him on his 
contract. The emyployer didi not like 
Caywood’s riding. Another American, 
named Slattery, had previously been dis- 
missed by the owner of the same stable. 
his contract being cancelled and 
earnings withheld.

Seagirt, N. J., September 2.—Sunshine, 
after many days of murky weather, 
greeted the opening of the annual meet- 
ing of the National Rifle Association of 
America, and gave the members of -the 
numerous teams a welcome opportunity 
in practice for the various 
events to come. Firing was also begun 
in practically all individual matche: 
which will not be concluded until the end 
of the week. 

The first event of interest in team con 
tests will occur tomorrow, when the 
interstate regimental team match, the 
Columbia trophy match, and the Net 
Jersey National Guard team match will 
be shot. The Columbia trophy and the 
New National Guard team 
matches are open only to Jersey men. 

Firing connection with these two 
competitions will begin at 8 o’clock in the 
morning in order that the interstate regi- 
mental team match may be completed 
during the afternoon. The event is open 
to teams of six men each from the regi- 
mental battalion and separate company 
organizations of the national guard 
naval the United States army, 
navy and marine corps, or any 
government. 

Each man is required to fire ten shots 
at 200 vards and ten shots at 500 vards. 
The first prize consists of the interstate 
trophy, a medal! to each member of the 
winning team and $100 in cash. with a 
second prize of $50 and a third prize of $25. 
The entries for this contest are usually 
numerous. In fact, the entries for all 
the competitions are almost double in 
number what they were a year ago.

From nearly every section of the north- 
west came advances of a distinctly unfa- 
vorable character regarding weather and 
crops.

Absurd Fear of Mississippi 
Neproes, 


Believed All Over Magnolia State 
That Nomination of Major 
Vardaman for Governor by 
Denfocrats Means Return 
of Slavery Days. 


Jackson, Miss., September 2.—(Special.) 
The negroes of Mississippi, and especially 
the ignorant class, have acquired many 
ludicrous ideas as to the political mean- 
ing of the nomination of Major James K. 
Vardaman to the office of governor. 

An idea has gained considerable cur- 
rency among the ignorant Slacks that 
Major Vardamfan not only intends to give 
the negro as few schools as possible, but 
aiso intends to put them back into slavery 
*wgain and that every white man will be 
allowed to take his pick of two negroes 
immediately after the new governor is 
installed into office. 

The educated class of blacks and the 
plantation managers and large employers 
of labor are giving assurances to the ig- 
norant negroes that the election of Ma- 
jor Vardaman will mean no abridgement 
whatever of their civil rights, nor’in any 
way change their worldly status. 

As the negro rarely moves. unless 
prompted by overt hostility, there is no 
likelihood that the result of the election 
will cause any momentous disturbance of 
labor. conditions in the state.

The total number of ballots cast 
far Vardaman and Critz was 95,850, a« 
compared with 98,775 cast for the three 
governor in the first pri- 
mary on August 6 a fallimg off Of only 
2.895 votes, or less than 5 1-2 per cent. 

It was generally believed that the sec- 
ond primary vote would show a decrease 
of from 16 to 20 per cent. Major Varda- 
man’s majority on the figures received 
from al) the counties is 6,398. 

It will‘) not be increased or diminished 
to any extent by the official count by the 
state executive committee next Friday. 

Irony of Fate Shown. 

An element of the irony of fate is in. 
volved in the defeat of Dr. E. A. Rowan. 
who was a candidate for membership in 
the legislature from Copiah county at 
the primary last Thursday. 

Dr. Rowan is the original promoter of 
Major Vardaman's plan to divide the 
school fund between the white and negro 
races, and at several seSsions of the 
legislature he labored persistently, but ir 
vain, to secure recognition on the subject. 

Major Vardaman adopted the idea and 
made it one of the planks of his platform 
in the race for governor. 

He carried Copiah county by about the 
same majority with which Dr. Rowan 
was defeated by his opponent.
